ARTICLE  5.  Hear  the  report  of  the  Selectmen  and  other  Town  Officers  and  pass  any  vote 
relating  thereto. 

The  following  7  articles  are  recommended  by  the  N.H  Department  of  Revenue 
Administration  and  also  by  legal  council.  Comment:  An  affirmative  vote  on  the  following 
seven  articles  will  grant  the  Selectmen  this  authority  indefinitely,  without  the  necessity  of 
an  article  and  vote  at  every  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  accept  on 
behalf  of  the  town,  gifts,  legacies,  and  devises  made  to  the  town  in  trust  for  any  public 
purpose,  as  permitted  by  RSA  3 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  apply  for, 
accept  and  expend  without  further  action  by  the  Town  Meeting  unanticipated  money  from 
the  State,  Federal  or  other  governmental  unit  or  private  source  which  becomes  available 
during  the  fiscal  year,  which  authority  shall  continue  indefinitely  until  the  Town  Meeting 
acts  otherwise,  by  approving  the  following: 

Shall  the  town  accept  the  provisions  of  RSA  31 :95-b  providing  that  any  town  meeting 
may  adopt  an  article  authorizing  indefinitely,  until  specific  rescission  of  such 
authority,  the  selectmen  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend,  without  further  action  by  the 
town  meeting,  unanticipated  money  from  a  state,  federal  or  other  governmental  unit  or 
a  private  source  which  becomes  available  during  the  fiscal  year? 
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ARTICLE  8.  Under  a  new  law  enacted  in  1993,  the  Town  Meeting  can  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  accept  gifts  of  personal  property  (other  than  money)  which  may  be  offered  to 
the  Town  for  any  public  purpose.  The  selectmen  must  first  hold  a  Public  hearing  before 
accepting  the  gift  and  the  acceptance  must  not  bind  the  Town  to  raise  or  spend  any  money 
to  operate,  maintain  or  repair  the  gift.  Once  adopted,  this  authorization  automatically  stays 
in  effect,  until  rescinded  as  follows: 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  accept  gifts  of 
personal  property,  other  than  money,  which  may  be  offered  to  the  town  for  any  public 
purpose,  on  the  condition  that  the  Selectmen  must  hold  a  public  hearing  on  the  action 
to  be  taken  and  on  the  condition  that  the  Town  shall  not  be  required  to  expend  other 
Town  funds,  except  such  funds  as  may  be  lawfully  appropriated  for  the  same  purpose, 
as  provided  in  RSA  31:95-e,  and  such  authorization  shall  remain  in  effect  until 
rescinded  by  a  vote  of  another  Town  Meeting. 

ARTICLE  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  to  the  Library  Trustees  the  same  authority 
as  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  apply  for,  accept,  and  expend  unanticipated  money  from  a 
governmental  or  private  source.  All  the  same  provisions  and  limitations  as  apply  to 
Selectmen  apply  to  the  library  trustees.  This  includes  the  provision  (new  for  libraries)  that 
the  grant  may  require  the  expenditure  of  matching  Town  funds  to  the  extent  lawfully 
appropriated: 

Shall  the  Town  accept  the  provisions  of  RSA  202-A:4-c  providing  that  any  town  at  an 
annual  meeting  may  adopt  an  article  authorizing  indefinitely,  until  specific  rescission 
of  such  authority,  the  public  library  trustees  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend,  without 
further  action  by  the  town  meeting,  unanticipated  money  from  state,  federal  or  other 
governmental  unit  or  a  private  source  which  becomes  available  during  the  fiscal  year? 

ARTICLE  10.  Under  a  new  law  enacted  in  1993,  the  Town  Meeting  may  authorize  the 

Selectmen  to  borrow  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  which  authority  shall  continue  indefinitely 

until  the  Town  Meeting  acts  otherwise,  by  approving  the  following: 

Shall  the  Town  accept  the  provision  of  RSA  33:7  providing  that  any  town  meeting  may 
adopt  an  article  authorizing  indefinitely,  until  specific  rescission  of  such  authority,  the 
selectmen  to  issue  tax  anticipation  notes? 

ARTICLE  11.  Under  a  new  law  enacted  in  1993.  the  Town  Meeting  may  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  sell  property  acquired  by  Tax  Collector's  deed,  which  authority  shall  continue 
indefinitely  until  the  Town  Meeting  rescinds  such  authority,  by  approving  the  following: 
Shall  the  Town  accept  the  provision  of  RSA  80:42  and  RSA  80:80  providing  that  the 
Town  Meeting  may  authorize  indefinitely  until  specific  rescission  of  such  authority', 
the  Selectmen  to  sell  property  acquired  by  the  Town  by  Tax  Collector's  deed  either  by 
a  public  auction  or  by  advertised  sealed  bids  or  as  justice  may  require? 
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ARTICLE  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  delegate  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  the 
authority  to  accept  the  offer  to  dedicate  new  public  highways  or  streets  as  provided  in  and 
subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  RSA  674:40-a. 

"Before  accepting  a  deed  to  a  new  Town  highway,  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
are  required  to  hold  a  public  hearing.  The  Selectmen  can  vote  to  accept  the 
deed  for  a  new  Town  highway  only  if  the  new  Town  highway  corresponds 
in  its  location  and  lines  with  a  highway  shown  on  a  subdivision  plat 
approved  by  the  Planning  Board.  Any  other  proposed  Town  highway  can 
be  accepted  only  by  the  Town  Meeting.  (RSA  674:40-a,  effective  June  22, 
1993)." 

ARTICLE  13,  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $55,000.00  to 
purchase  the  land  and  buildings  owned  by  the  Woodsville  Guaranty  Savings  Bank  located 
next  to  the  Town  Offices  and  Fire  Station,  $1 1,500.00  to  be  paid  at  the  time  of  transfer  of 
title  and  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  borrow  the  balance  under  the  Municipal 
Finance  Act  and  to  take  all  action  and  sign  all  documents  as  they  may  be  necessary  to  carry 
out  this  vote. 

ARTICLE  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,800.00 
for  an  annual  salary  for  the  Town  Clerk  and  which  salary  shall  be  paid  in  lieu  of  any 
statutory  fees  and  which  fees  shall  be  paid  to  the  Town,  as  provided  in  RSA  41 :25. 

ARTICLE  15  To  see  if  the  municipality  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$6,500.00  as  an  annual  salary  of  the  Tax  Collector  and  which  salary  shall  be  paid  in  lieu  of 
any  statutory  fees  and  which  fees  shall  be  paid  to  the  Town,  as  provided  in  RSA  41:33  and 
the  Selectmen  shall  enter  into  a  written  contract  with  the  Tax  Collector  with  regard  to 
compensation  as  required  by  law.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

Another  year  passes  with  a  few  problems.  Some  assessments  are  down  slightly 
because  of  revaluation  to  show  true  market  value  of  property.  Your  selectmen  have  worked 
hard  to  curtail  spending  and  to  keep  taxes  from  escalating. 

The  town  has  had  to  spend  unanticipated  funds  to  have  the  town  grader  overhauled. 
This  will  add  many  years  to  the  use  of  the  grader.  Signs  will  be  installed  on  all  town  roads 
in  1995  for  the  extended  91 1  program.  A  "well  done"  should  be  given  to  the  Town  Highway 
Agent,  Michael  Wright.  We  have  received  many  compliments  concerning  how  well  the 
roads  have  been  taken  care  of.  Mountain  Meadow  Road  has  been  paved.  It  should  remain 
in  good  shape  for  a  while. 

The  town  has  purchased  a  Municipal  Tax  Program  for  the  town  and  the  Tax  Collector. 
This  program  is  in  use  in  over  80  New  Hampshire  towns.  This  new  program  will  provide 
and  print  all  the  necessary  notices  to  delinquent  Taxpayers  as  well  as  all  the  tax  collector's 
reports  and  all  property  owner's  assessements.  We  also  had  to  purchase  a  new  printer  this 
year  for  our  computer.  This  will  again  be  a  money  saver  because  it  can  print  our  tax  bills  and 
blotter  books  in  half  the  time  of  the  old  printer. 

Darleen  Gadwah,  our  secretary,  has  done  a  fine  job  this  year  entering  property  data 
into  the  computer  and  producing  reports  to  track  expenses  and  expenditures. 

Chairman  Nelson  Kennedy  has  spent  many  hours  this  year  reorganizing  the  property 
card  file  from  alphabetical  to  numerical  map  order  for  more  efficient  filing.  They  also  spent 
much  time  over  the  summer  correctly  archiving  all  the  stored  records  in  the  office.  No  more 
shoe  boxes  or  paper  bags! ! ! 

The  Town  has  reenacted  the  Property  Inventory  Forms  and  you  will  be  recieving  one 
in  March  to  fill  out  and  return.  Hopefully  this  will  make  property  assessment  and  dog  count 
more  reliable. 

The  South  Main  Street  Water  District  has  completed  its  new  water  system.  This  will 
cover  the  Safe  Water  Act  and  upgrade  the  school  well. 

The  lawsuit  brought  by  the  town  in  1989,  Warren  v  Shortt,  asked  the  court  to  decide 
if  the  Mica  Road  was  a  town  highway.  The  Superior  Court  issued  anorder  in  November 
1992,  that  Mica  Road  was  a  town  highway.  Mrs.  Shortt  appealed  that  decision  to  the  N.H. 
Supreme  Court  in  1993.  After  a  long  delay  the  Supreme  Court,  in  an  unusual  vote  of  3  to  2 
changing  existing  law,  has  now  reversed  the  Superior  Court  and  ruled  that  Mica  road  is  not 
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a  town  highway.  The  case  now  returns  to  Superior  Court  to  consider  counterclaims  by  Mrs. 
Shortt  against  the  town  because  the  town  had  claimed  Mica  Road  ws  a  town  highway.  The 
town  attorneys  hope  to  resolve  this  last  part  of  the  case  favorably  to  the  town. 

A  state  of  the  art  ambulance  has  been  purchased.  The  townspeople  of  Warren  and 
Wentworth  will  be  receiving  updated  care  due  to  the  hard  work  and  dedication  of  the 
Warren-Wentworth  Ambulance  team.  The  old  ambulance  will  be  housed  in  a  temporary 
location  until  a  suitable  site  can  be  found.  The  old  ambulance  will  continue  its  service  during 
the  summer  months. 

The  Chase  Road  Bridge  was  voted  last  Town  Meeting  to  be  replaced  with  a  new 
bridge  providing  the  abutments  would  support  a  new  bridge.  After  engineering  and  tests  were 
performed  ,  the  abutments  are  not  designed  to  carry  a  new  bridge  unless  the  middle  abutment 
was  left  in  place  and  repaired.  We  would  qualify  for  State  Bridge  Aid  Funding  where  it 
would  cost  the  Town  20%  or  about  $26,000.00  (which  we  already  have  $20,000.00  plus 
towards  this  goal).  The  new  bridge  is  to  be  placed  just  south  of  the  existing  one.  The  State 
can  put  us  on  the  list  of  State  Aid  Bridge  Funding  for  the  year  of  1996.  All  the  plans  and 
paper  work  have  been  completed.  We  have  since  re'decked  the  bridge  with  pressure  treated 
lumber.  The  selectmen  are  pursuing  two  possible  paths  of  action;  repair  the  center  pier  and 
not  replace  the  bridge  or  spend  the  $20,000.00  on  other  bridges. 

The  town  has  opted  for  a  recycling  program  to  save  money  on  waste  management. 
Your  cooperation  would  be  appreciated  in  this  endeavor. 

Your  Selectmen  are  concerned  about  the  amount  of  vandalism  occurring  in  town. 
Law  enforcement  will  be  involved  if  any  perpetrators  are  identified. 

Road  posting  on  town  roads  will  be  in  accordance  with  RSA  236:39.  Violators  will 
be  prosecuted. 

A  special  thanks  to  all  the  townspeople  who  have  volunteered  their  time  and  hard 
work  for  the  betterment  of  the  town.

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AUDITORS  REPORT 
PLODZIK  AND  SANDERSON,  P.A. 

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  Town  of  Warren  for  the  year  ended 
December  31,  1993,  we  considered  the  Town's  internal  control  structure  in  order  to 
determine  the  scope  of  our  auditing  procedures  for  the  purpose  of  expressing  our  opinion  on 
the  financial  statements.  Our  review  of  these  systems  was  not  intended  to  provide  assurance 
on  the  internal  control  structure  and  should  not  be  relied  on  for  that  purpose. 

Under  the  standards  established  by  the  American  Institute  of  Certified  Public 
Accountants,  reportable  conditions  involve  matters  coming  to  our  attention  relating  to 
significant  deficiencies  in  the  design  or  operation  of  the  internal  control  structure  that,  in  our 
judgment,  could  adversely  affect  the  Town's  ability  to  record,process,  summarize,  and  report 
financial  data  consistent  with  the  assertions  of  management  in  the  financial  statements.  A 
material  weakness  is  a  reportable  condition  in  which  the  design  or  operation  of  one  or  more 
of  the  internal  control  structure  elements  does  not  reduce  to  a  relatively  low  level  the  risk  that 
errors  or  irregularities,  in  amounts  that  would  be  material  in  relation  to  the  financial 
statements  being  audited,  may  occur  and  not  be  detected  within  a  timely  period  by  employees 
in  the  normal  course  of  performing  their  assigned  functions.  Our  consideration  of  the 
internal  control  structure  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  matters  in  the  internal  control 
structure  that  might  constitute  reportable  conditions  and,  accordingly,  would  not  necessarily 
disclose  all  reportable  conditions  that  are  also  considered  to  be  material  weaknesses  as 
defined  above. 

During  the  course  of  our  review  of  internal  controls,  the  following  material 
weakness  in  the  Town's  accounting  systems  and  records  was  identified: 

TAX  ACCOUNTING  SYSTEM  -  As  a  follow  up  to  our  prior  audit,  while 
some  improvements  in  the  organization  of  tax  records  were  noted,  serious  deficiencies 
continue  to  exist  in  the  present  tax  accounting  system.  As  a  result,  the  accuracy  of  account 
balances  could  not  be  reasonably  tested  and  a  qualified  audit  opinion  was  again  necessary. 
The  Town  must  have  an  adequate  record  of  all  tax  transactions.  Further,  these  formal  books 
and  records  must  be  suitable  for  permanent  archiving.  To  verify  the  accuracy  of  financial 
reports,  a  system  of  internal  controls,  including  the  routine  reconciliation  of  accounts,  must 
be  an  integral  part  of  the  accounting  system. 

It  is  obvious  that  after  several  years  of  trying,  the  Tax  Collector,  Selectmen,  and 
software  developers  are  at  odds  over  bringing  a  complete, 
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operational  system  on  line.  Meanwhile,  the  Tax  Collector  continues  to  record  transactions 
to  an  electronic  system  that  she  is  unable  to  place  reliance  upon,  but  does  not  maintain  an 
adequate  parallel  backup  record.  We  recommend  that  serious  consideration  be  given  to  other 
software  products  as  well  as  training  and  oversight  of  collection  personnel  by  audit 
professionals. 

Minor  weakness  or  other  considerations  coming  to  our  attention  were  generally 
procedural  in  nature  and  dealt  with  administrative  or  record  keeping  practices.  In  these 
instances,  we  made  specific  recommendations  or  provided  instruction  to  those  individuals 
involved  during  the  course  of  our  audit  fieldwork. 

This  report  is  intended  solely  for  the  information  and  use  of  management  and 
others  within  the  administration.  This  restriction  is  not  intended  to  limit  distribution  of  this 
report,  which  is  a  matter  of  public  record.

I  really  think  that  our  two 
or  three  hours  spent  each  year  with  your  kids  during  National  Fire  Prevention  Week  has  a 
lot  to  do  with  it.  Its  very  important  that  we  prepare  for  a  fire,  check  your  smoke  detectors 
often,  keep  a  fire  extinguisher  in  the  kitchen  or  near  the  woodstove  or  furnace.  If  you  have 
children,  practice  a  drill  once  a  month;  it's  important  to  have  a  meeting  place  so  you  know 
and  we  know  if  everyone  is  safely  out  of  the  home.  If  you  have  a  fire  you  should  do  these 
things  if  possible.  Call  989-3389,  give  your  name,  location  and  a  call  back  phone  number. 
If  it's  a  fire  inside  the  house  try  to  close  all  windows  and  doors  as  you  leave,  never,  ever  go 
back  in  once  you're  out.  Please  never  hesitate;  we  would  rather  return  not  needed  than  get 
called  10  minutes  too  late. 

This  year  we  have  purchased  a  portable  rechargeable  radio  that  allows  us  to 
communicate  with  other  towns  assisting  us,  or  mutual  aid  to  other  towns.  Fire  fighter 
clothing  includes  pants,  coats,  boots,  gloves,  mittens,  hoods,  faceshields  for  helmets.  We  are 
slowly  getting  there,  it  costs  about  $1,000.00  to  protect  one  firefighter  including  a  beeper, 
which  we  bought  2  more  this  year.  We  also  purchased  2  flashlights,  and  most  important  a 
4  inch  by  4  1/2  inch  gated  manifold  with  relief  valve.  For  incoming  fire  trucks  to  assist 
Warren  in  a  major  fire  this  gate  allows  us  to  receive  more  water  faster.  Wentworth  and 
Warren  Fire  departments  are  working  together  on  the  4  inch  set  up  so  that  we  don't  duplicate 
purchases.  Next  year  we  plan  to  add  to  this  and  slowly  build  what  we  need.  We  are  pleased 
to  announce  three  more  members  are  state  certified  FF1 ,  congratulations  to  Tim  Sackett,  Bill 
Barth  and  Mark  Vermuelen,  they  have  added  a  lot  to  the  morale  of  the  department.  We  are 
always  looking  for  new  members. 

Something  to  think  about:  it  was  brought  to  my  attention  that  surrounding  towns  are 
getting  better  insurance  rates  based  on  the  fire  equipment  (age)  in  that  town.  Also,  now  that 
Warren's  main  truck  (pumper)  is  20  years  old,  it  will  have  to  pass  a  test  each  year  in  order 
to  stay  inside  the  insurance  company's  policy.  The  time  is  getting  very  close  for  the  town  to 
plan  for  a  new  fire  truck.  We  might  be  able  to  save  money  if  we  get  it  sooner  than  the  year 
2000.  I  will  report  more  on  this  information  as  I  learn  about  it.  I  would  like  to  thank  the 
members  of  the  department  for  all  your  hard  work  and  commitment  to  protect  the  people  and 
properties  of  this  good  community.

In  April  a  new  Radar  was  installed  in  the  cruiser.  It  is  a  nice  unit.  It  should  serve 
the  town  a  good  number  of  years.  With  the  old  one  as  a  back-up,  a  certified  one  will  be  in 
service  at  all  times.  I  realize  that  some  thought  it  was  not  needed  and  was  a  waste  of  money, 
but  I  know  of  no  carpenter  that  has  only  one  saw  and  when  it  gets  dull  has  to  wait  several 
weeks  for  it  to  get  sharpened. 

The  windshield  in  the  cruiser  was  replaced  in  January,  damage  from  1993 
Halloween.  The  radiator  fell  victim  to  road  salt  and  had  to  be  replaced.  At  99  plus  thousand 
miles  the  original  front  brakes  and  rotors  were  replaced.  One  fender  needs  minor  rust  repair. 
Other  than  that,  the  cruiser  seems  in  pretty  good  condition  for  the  use  it  has  had.  Should  be 
good  for  a  couple  more  years.  Sgt.  Barry  MacDonald  and  myself  worked  626  hours  this  past 
year  between  actual  police  and  court  business.

The  Planning  Board  meets  in  the  Selectmen's  office  at  7:00  PM  the  first  Thursday  of  every 
month.

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WARREN  TRANSFER  STATION  REPORT 

It  should  be  noted  by  residents  of  the  Town  of  Warren  that  it  is  required  that  all  glass 
containers  and  tin  and  aluminum  cans  be  removed  from  household  trash.  This  material  may 
be  brought  in  and  deposited  at  various  locations  within  our  facility,  at  no  charge.  This  rule 
was  voted  on  and  passed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  October  5,  1994  and  became  effective 
December  1,  1994.  Federal  and  State  agencies  are  pushing  toward  a  goal  of  substantial 
reduction  of  recyclables  by  the  year  2000.  The  burden  of  carrying  out  this  objective  falls  on 
the  shoulders  of  State  and  Local  governments.  Solid  waste  management  is  becoming  an 
increasingly  important  function  of  local  government,  everywhere.  We  ask  for  the 
cooperation  of  everyone  who  reads  this  report. 

There  is  an  urgent  need  for  an  additional  shed  at  our  Transfer  Station  to  store  the  recyled 
materials  under  cover  from  the  weather. 

We  would  like  to  invite  those  interested  in  recycling  to  volunteer  an  hour  or  two  a  week 
to  further  the  program. 

The  money  raised  from  the  sale  of  aluminum  cans,  goes  directly  to  the  Warren  Village 
School  Fund,  care  of  Michael  Foxall,  Principal. 

This  past  fall,  Grover  Libby,  using  the  new  Town  Loader,  was  able  to  do  valuable  site 
work  at  the  Station  thus  eliminating  the  cost  of  hiring  an  outside  contractor  for  this  purpose. 
The  surface  was  leveled  and  filled.  New  areas  for  material  storage  were  created. 

We  have  on  hand  updated  rule  sheets  that  include  current  listed  user  fees  and  our  hours. 

We  continue  with  our  membership  in  the  Pemi-Baker  Solid  Waste  District  and  North 
Country  Council,  sources  of  ongoing  information  and  advice. 

Grover  and  I  pledge  our  continued  effort  to  be  helpful  to  all  and  invite  your  ideas  and 
suggestions. 

I  cannot  close  without  thanking  the  citizens  of  Warren,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Town 
Office  Folks,  Grover  Libby,  Ken  Bancroft,  Mike  Wright,  Chief  John  MacDonald  and  the  Fire 
depatment  for  their  help  and  consideration.

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JOSEPH  PATCH  LIBRARY 

Circulation  during  the  past  year  totaled  4,099  and  borrowers  totaled  1997.  School 
children  during  class  visits  in  spring  and  fall  borrowed  311  books  and  magazines  and 
borrowers  totaled  200. 

The  Breakdown  on  circulation  is  as  follows: 
Adult  Book  Children's  Books  Magazines  Audio-Visual 

1,887  929  811  472 

The  library  purchased  1 40  books  with  funds  provided  by  the  town,  income  from 
the  Henry  M.  Bixby  Fund  for  Children's  Books,  other  invested  funds,  fines,  book  sales,  and 
cash  gifts.  The  Library  also  received  many  welcome  gifts  of  books,  67  of  which  have  been 
added  to  the  collection,  the  balance  being  offered  for  sale.  Magazine  subscriptions  total  25, 
6  of  them  for  children  and  young  adults. 

The  Inter-Library  Loan  Service,  coordinated  by  the  State  library,  serves  as  an 
invaluable  supplement  to  our  collection.  Special  requests  processed  during  the  year  totaled 
150.  These  requests  are  facilitated  not  only  by  a  computer  terminal  on  loan  from  the  State 
Library  but  also  by  a  state-wide  van  service  which  picks  up  and  delivers  books  to  us  each 
week. 

The  library  now  belongs  to  a  regional  video  cooperative  which  provides  a  rotating 
collection  of  video  cassettes.  These,  plus  the  loan  of  10  video  cassettes  each  month  from  the 
State  Library,  supplement  the  library's  own  growing  collection.  We  now  own  34  Video 
cassettes  and  33  audio  tapes. 

For  the  third  season  the  library's  annual  summer  reading  program  rewarded  children 
who  read  four  books  with  free  ice  cream.  With  the  cooperation  of  the  Baker  River  Market, 
35  children  earned  their  rewards  by  reading  162  books,  a  marked  increase  over  previous 
summers.  Its  success  was  owing  in  large  measure  to  the  generosity  of  Deborah  Stupey,  who 
contributed  her  time  to  entertaining  the  children  with  a  series  of  story  hours. 

The  library  is  grateful  to  all  those  who  contributed  books  and  cash.  Several  gifts 
are  of  special  note.  The  generous  gift  of  Donald  Favreau,  a  former  Warren  resident,  made 
it  possible  to  buy  a  number  of  valuable  reference  books  to  update  the  library's  collection. 
Barbara  Charon,  another  former  resident,  has  contributed  her  interest  since  moving  away  by 
giving  both  books  and  money.  Ted  and  Sheila  Asselin  donated  a  large  number  of  books, 
many  of  which  have  been  added  to  the  library's  collection.  Additionally,  Helen  Phipps  of 
New  Durham,  NH  donated  a  memorial  gift  which  made  it  possible  to  purchase  a  suitably 
inscribed  floral  print  which  now  hangs  over  the  fireplace  in  memory  of  Ethel  Graves.  We 
are  also  grateful  to  Grover  Libby  for  his  generous  donations  of  time  and  effort,  not  only  in 
advising  us  about  maintenance  problems  but  also  in  taking  care  of  a  number  of  them  himself 
without  remuneration.  Finally  the  Town  itself  was  a  special  benefactor,  having  voted  to 
approve  warrant  items  at  the  last  Town  Meeting  which  made  it  possible  to  install  new  front 
steps  and  a  new  furnace  venting  system.  Of  the  $2,575.00  approved  for  these  two  projects 
$2,1 18.00  was  actually  spent.  It  is  hoped  that  the  improved  venting  system  will  help  to 
reduce  heating  costs.

Warren/Wentworth  Ambulance  Service  has  had  another  busy  year  with  calls  ranging 
from  respiratory,  cardiac  problems  to  major  traumas.  All  of  these  calls  take  a  toll  on  not  only 
family  and  friends  of  the  patient  but  squad  members  feel  a  definite  loss. 

This  past  year  the  squad  has  had  a  shortage  of  members  making  the  stress  level  even 
greater.  With  the  ultimate  goal  being  to  provide  that  person  in  need  of  emergency  care  the 
readiness  and  most  professional  coverage  as  soon  as  possible,  sometimes  that  required  us  to  call 
for  mutual-aid  from  other  areas  which  they  answer  with  a  quick  response,  no  questions  asked,  as 
we  have  for  them  in  the  past. 

Recognizing  the  need  for  more  ambulance  trained  personnel,  we  will  be  running  a  First 
Responder  course  in  february  1995,  hopefully  to  gain  more  personnel  to  build  up  not  only  the 
squad  but  morale  and  to  provide  our  area  with  the  best  possible  emergency  coverage. 

Billing  insurance  companies  did  take  effect  as  of  September  1,  1994;  however,  the 
delayed  process  of  receiving  funds  from  insurance  companies  require  us  to  once  again  ask  for  you 
financial  support. 

Your  new  ambulance  did  go  in  service  on  January  17,  1995;  it  is  very  exciting  to  all;  we 
are  all  very  proud.  We  thank  all  who  support  us  in  any  way. 

Future  plans  for  the  Warren/Wentworth  Ambulance  Service  are  to  hopefully  erect  a 
building  to  house  our  new  ambulance  and  to  put  our  old  ambulance  back  in  service  and  to  meet 
OS  HA  standards.  Any  suggestions  or  comments  from  town's  people  would  be  greatly 
appreciated. 

At  the  present  time,  all  EMT's  on  squad  are  qualified  to  run  the  defibrillator  so  as  to 
provide  the  same  level  of  care  for  everyone  when  the  need  arises. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  squad  members  for  their  dedication  and  for  their  time  spent 
on  call,  training  and  helping  with  fundraisers. 

On  behalf  of  the  Warren/Wentworth  Ambulance  Service,  thank  you  for  your  continued 
caring  and  support.

In  April  the  Spring  Banquet  of  Roast  Beef  by  Jane  Hubbard  and  a  slide  presentation 
by  Kay  and  Ed  Blaisdell,  author  of  "Over  the  River  and  Throughout  the  Years",  opened  the 
highlights  for  the  year. 

July  brought  home  many  old  timers  from  far  and  near  to  celebrate  Old  Home  Day. 
The  new  gazebo,  built  by  John  Lester  and  his  helpers,  was  ready  for  McLure's  Band  and 
a  church  service.  The  old  band  stand  was  removed  and  we  would  like  to  know  the  age  and 
any  history  relating  there  to,  if  any  one  has  any  to  share. 

August  was  the  annual  banquet  at  the  Ravine  Lodge.  The  topic  was  "The  Night  the 
Bomber  Crashed"  with  Floyd  W.  Ramsay,  author  of  a  new  book,  "Shrouded  Memories".

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MT.  MOOSELAUKEE  HEALTH  CENTER  REPORT 

1994 

The  past  year  continued  an  important  process  of  development  and  transition  for  the  Mount 
Moosekaukee  Health  Center.  Throughout  1 994,  the  Center  Staff,  Board  and  many  Volunteers 
continued  the  important  effort  to  sustain  a  comprehensive  primary  care  facility  for  the  medically 
undeserved  towns  of  the  Baker  River  Valley.  During  the  past  year,  the  Center  completed  an 
affiliation  with  Ammonoosuc  Community  Health  Services  to  establish  a  service  delivery  network 
and  centralized  management  structure.  This  affiliation  allows  the  Mount  Mooselaukee  Health 
Center  to  operate  more  efficiently  and  brings  greater  long  term  stability  to  the  residents  of 
Warren,  Wentworth,  and  Rumney. 

Dr.  Mandy  Gennaro  completed  her  first  year  with  the  Center  in  September  and  the  Health 
Center  Staff  and  Advisory  Board  appreciate  all  the  good  work  she  has  done  for  our  community. 
Over  the  past  year,  the  center  has  sponsored  several  health  professional  students  for  brief  periods 
to  train  in  rural  health  care  with  Dr.  Gennaro  and  the  Health  Center  staff.  Dr.  Gennaro  has  also 
recently  received  an  adjunct  Faculty  appointment  with  the  Dartmouth  Medical  School  to  continue 
this  important  community-  based  training  effort.  One  unfortunate  change  is  that  Mark  Brezina, 
ARNP,  has  elected  to  leave  the  Center  in  the  beginning  of  1995.  We  will  all  miss  Mark  and  the 
caring  attention  he  offered  our  patients.  We  hope  to  recruit  another  Family  Nurse  Practioner  to 
take  over  Mark's  position  early  in  1995. 

The  core  services  of  the  Center  are  built  around  our  family  practice,  including  preventative 
and  acute  services  for  all  ages.  The  family  practice  currently  sees  patients  by  appointment 
Monday  through  Thursday.  In  addition  to  the  family  practice,  other  Center  services  include  a 
women's  health  clinic  every  Tuesday  afternoon  in  cooperation  with  the  Dartmouth-Hitchcock 
nurse  midwifery  outreach  program,  state-  subsidized  Well  Child  and  Prenatal  Services,  a  WIC 
Program  in  cooperation  with  Ammonoosuc  Community  Health  Services,  a  diabetes  support 
group,  an  emergency  food  pantry,  a  car  seat  program,  volunteer  outreach  to  the  homebound,  and 
special  preventative  clinics  for  hypertension,  foot  care,  cancer  screening,  and  adult 
immunizations.  Barbara  Smith,  MS,  RD  also  continues  to  provide  nutrition  counseling  services 
at  the  center  for  prenatal  patients  and  other  patients  by  appointment. 

During  1994,  the  Mount  Mooselaukee  Health  Center  provided  over  3,143  medical  visits 
including  2,430  to  residents  of  Warren,  Wentworth,  and  Rumney;  an  increase  of  more  than  16% 
over  1993.  The  Health  Center  continues  the  policy  of  offering  a  discounted  fee  scale  to 
uninsured  individuals  and  families  with  limited  incomes,  as  well  as  for  beneficiaries  of  Medicare 
and  Medicaid.  Our  ability  to  continue  these  policies  and  to  sustain  services  in  general  are 
dependent  on  the  tremendous  support  we  receive  through  Town  and  individual  contributions,  as 
well  as  donations  of  time  from  many  wonderful  volunteers.  We  thank  you  all  very  much  and  look 
forward  to  a  Healthy  1995.

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NORTH  COUNTRY  COUNCIL 

The  year  1994  has  been  a  record  project  year  for  the  Council.  In  1994,  we  received  approval 
for  $  3  million  of  EDA  Title  I  construction  assistance  for  member  towns  and  submitted  a  proposal  for 
another  $1.5  million  for  a  project  in  1995.  The  $4.5  million  resulting  from  these  projects  will  go  a 
very  long  way  toward  development  of  jobs  in  three  of  the  regions  growth  centers.  We  are  working 
diligently  to  see  another  $5  million  investment  in  three  other  growth  centers  and  development  target 
areas  over  the  next  three  years  from  EDA. 

The  Council's  Transportation  Planning  program  continues  to  grow  in  stature  and 
accomplishments.  In  addition  to  completing  a  regional  bike-pedestrian  plan  this  year,  we  coordinated 
a  regional  transportation  enhancement  program  which  resulted  in  $2  million  worth  of  innovative 
transportation  enhancement  projects  being  funded  in  the  North  Country.  We  also  provided  major  road 
and  bridge  technical  assistance  to  eight  towns  in  cooperation  with  NH  DOT.  Two  additional  towns 
received  help  with  Road  Surface  Management  Systems,  bringing  the  total  number  of  towns  in  the 
region  with  NCC  RSMS  programs  to  ten.  This  corning  year  will  be  busier  than  last  with  the  assembly 
of  our  Regional  Transportation  Improvement  Plan,  Scenic  Byways  Initiative,  Route  16  Corridor  Study, 
Statewide  Transportation  Modeling  Study  and  numerous  local  road  and  bridge  projects. 

In  1994  the  Council  hosted  the  second  Annual  Ingenuity  Fair  at  Bretton  Woods.  The  Fair 
showcased  the  products  of  100  North  Country  manufacturers  and  was  attended  by  10,000  people.  Our 
third  Annual  Business  Conditions  Survey  was  mailed  to  3,000  businesses  across  the  region.  The 
results  of  the  survey  provided  valuable  insight  into  workers  cornp.,  credit  availability,  and  general 
business  conditions  in  the  North  Country.  The  fourth  survey  is  being  compiled  at  the  time  of  this 
report. 

The  Council  has  also  been  involved  in  the  design  and  development  of  three  recreation  facilities 
across  the  region  and  has  provided  engineering  assistance  for  landfill  closures,  environmental  site 
assessments,  large  septic  projects,  road  drainage  and  realignment  projects  and  water  system 
installations  in  1 2  different  towns. 

With  funding  from  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  the  Council  was  able  to  digitize  hydric 
soils  and  high  altitude  satellite  image  maps  of  wetlands  for  all  5 1  towns  in  the  region.  The  maps  were 
distributed  gratis  to  all  towns  in  the  region.  The  Council  provided  flood  plain  management,  and  flood 
insurance  technical  assistance  to  7  towns  this  year  and  provided  over  600  hours  of  local  planning 
technical  assistance.  We  continued  to  provide  circuit  riding  planning  assistance  to  two  municipalities, 
two  multi-community  programs  were  started,  one  involving  four  communities,  to  begin  a  dialogue  of 
use  of  the  Moore  Reservoir  and  the  Connecticut  river,  and  the  other  involving  twelve  towns  to  look 
at  cooperative  economic  development  in  the  central  part  of  the  region.  Community  Development 
Block  Grants  were  written  for  five  towns  and  all  the  grants  were  funded. 

The  Council  has  accomplished  all  these  projects  (and  many  more  that  cannot  be  listed  here  due 
to  space  limitations),  with  a  very  small  staff.  We  are  committed  to  staying  as  lean  as  possible.  Staff 
people  on  board  that  are  available  for  regional  activities  are:  Preston  Gilbert,  Executive  Director; 
Cathy  Conway,  Engineering  Coordinator;  Claire  Douglass,  Planning  Coordinator;  James  Steele,  GIS 
Coordinator;  Sharon  Penney,  transportation  Planner;  Liz  ward,  Small  Business  Development 
Coordinator,  Berta  Clark,  Secretary;  and  Marghie  Seymour,  Solid  Waste  Consultant. 

The  Council  is  your  organization.  We  are  membership  based,  and  we  exist  to  respond  to  the 
needs  of  the  region.  On  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  I  want  to  thank  you  for  your  involvement 
and  support.  We're  here  as  you  need  us.

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GRAFTON  COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS'  1994  REPORT 

The  Grafton  County  Commissioners  are  pleased  to  submit  the  following  report  to  the 
citizens  of  Grafton  County.  Despite  some  major  personnel  changes  during  the  past  year,  we 
have  enjoyed  a  smooth  transition,  thanks  in  large  part  to  the  concerted  efforts  of  our 
employees,  including  department  heads,  our  administrative  team,  and  the  employee  council. 

After  25  years  of  service  to  the  county,  our  Executive  Director,  Evelyn  Smith,  retired, 
effective  December  31,  1993.  Although  she  is  sorely  missed,  her  position  has  been  ably 
filled  by  Ernie  Towne,  moving  from  Superintendent  of  Corrections  after  an  extensive  search. 
His  former  post  has  been  taken  over  by  Sidney  Bird,  who  joined  us  in  April  of  1994  after 
extensive  corrections  experience  in  Miami,  Florida. 

The  resignation  of  Nursing  Home  Administrator,  John  Richwagen,  necessitated  the 
establishment  of  yet  another  search  committee  and  review  of  resumes.  In  late  November  , 
John  Will  migrated  north  from  Massachusetts  to  join  us  as  the  Administrator  of  the  Grafton 
County  Nursing  Home.  During  the  nearly  five  month  interval,  Office  and  Personnel 
Supervisor,  Joanne  Mann,  did  an  outstanding  job  as  Acting  Administrator.  Another  change 
at  the  Nursing  Home  and  Department  of  Corrections  was  the  addition  of  Dr.  David  Fagan 
as  Co-Medical  Director,  joining  our  long  time  Medical  Director,  Dr.  Harry  Rowe. 

Another  change  in  personnel  will  be  the  succession  in  January  of  1995,  of  a  new 
Commissioner  from  District  3,  Steve  Panagoulis  of  Plymouth,  taking  over  Betty  Jo  Taffe's 
seat.  Betty  Jo,  after  many  years'  interest  in  and  association  with  Grafton  County,  opted  not 
to  seek  re-election  in  order  to  join  her  husband  on  his  sabbatical.  We  shall  miss  her  and  wish 
her  well,  as  we  welcome  Steve  to  his  new  responsibilities. 

In  November  of  1993  construction  of  an  expanded  Special  Needs  Unit  was  completed 
at  the  Nursing  Home  and  20  residents  moved  into  their  new  quarters.  Family  Day  was  held 
once  again  for  Nursing  Home  residents  and  their  families,  and  continues  to  be  a  huge 
success.  It  is  one  of  the  residents'  favorite  annual  events.  Also,  during  the  year,  County 
Nursing  Home  employees  rejected  an  attempt  to  unionize,  opting  instead  to  continue  with 
the  current  employee  council. 

During  fiscal  year  1994,  Grafton  County  saw  the  completion  of  Phase  I  of  the  AHEAD, 
Inc.  Community  Development  Block  Grant  (CDBG),  used  to  purchase  and  renovate  low  and 
moderate  income  housing  in  the  Littleton  area,  and  made  significant  progress  on  Phase  II. 

In  addition,  the  Office  of  State  Planning  notified  the  County  that  it  had  been  awarded 
a  two  year  CDBG  of  one  million  dollars  in  the  Whole  Village  Family  Resource  Center  for 
the  Plymouth  area.  Funds  will  be  used  to  construct  a  facility  which  will  house  local  human 
service  agencies  that  work  with  children  and  families. 

During  the  early  fiscal  year  1994  the  County  Long  Range  Planning  Committee 
presented  a  preliminary  plan  for  addressing  County  Courthouse  space  Grafton  County  needs. 
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Commissioner's  Report  Cont. 

The  County  hired  CMK  Architects  of  Manchester,  NH  to  conduct  afeasibility  study  of  the 
options  presented  by  the  committee:  renovation  and  construction  of  an  addition  to  the 
courthouse  or  an  annex  as  soon  as  funding  is  available.  In  the  meantime,  the  Commissioners 
approved  the  State's  plan  for  renovating  the  Grafton  County  Superior  Court  Office  at  state 
expense. 

Once  again  Grafton  County  observed  April  16-23  as  County  Government  week. 
Activities  included  an  information  booth  with  educational  materials  and  county  employees 
on  hand  at  the  Powerhouse  Mall  in  West  Lebanon,  an  art  exhibit  at  the  County  Courthouse, 
and  public  tours  of  county  offices.  The  Commissioners  also  recognized  employees  for  their 
years  of  dedicated  service  to  the  county.  In  May  a  Conservation  Field  Day  for  school 
children  was  held  at  the  Grafton  County  Farm,  and  in  June  the  farm  hosted  an  open  house. 

Financially,  fiscal  year  1994  was  successful,  in  that  revenues  exceeded  budgeted 
expenditures  by  $738,814.00,  due  in  part  to  the  unanticipated  receipt  of  nearly  a  half-a- 
million  dollars  of  Medicaid  Proportionate  Share  Funds,  to  partially  offset  the  cost  of  serving 
a  disproportionate  share  of  Medicaid  recipients  at  the  Nursing  Home.  Human  Services  costs, 
over  which  we  have  essentially  no  control,  continue  to  rise.  Savings  effectuated  in  other 
departments  allow,  in  our  fiscal  year  1995  budget,  to  keep  our  increase  in  revenues  to  be 
raised  by  taxes  to  3.1%,  with  a  total  budget  of  $14,818,299. 

A  more  detailed  explanation  of  fiscal  year  1994  is  found  in  our  Annual  Report,  copies 
of  which  are  available  at  our  office,  which  may  be  reached  by  calling  787-6941 . 

The  Commissioners  hold  regular  weekly  meetings  at  the  County  Administration 
Building  on  Route  10  just  North  of  the  County  Courthouse  in  North  Haverhill,  with  periodic 
tours  of  the  Nursing  Home,  Department  of  Corrections,  County  Farm  and  Courthouse.  The 
Commissioners  also  attended  monthly  meetings  of  the  County  Delegation's  nine-member 
Executive  Committee.  All  meetings  are  public,  with  interested  citizens  and  members  of  the 
press  encouraged  to  attend.

We  are  pleased  to  have  the  opportunity  to  provide  this  1 994  report  on  the  activities  of 
Mascoma  Home  Health  Services,  a  branch  of  the  Visiting  Nurse  Alliance  of  Vermont  And  New 
hampshire.  It  is  our  25th  year  of  providing  home  health  care,  hospice  and  community7  health 
services  for  the  residents  of  your  community. 

This  has  been  another  year  of  extraordinary  growth  in  requests  for  services  affecting  all 

of  our  programs,  especially  home  visiting  and  hospice.    Home  visits  of  nurses,  physical 

therapists,  social  workers,  home  health  aids  and  homemakers  throughout  our  service  area  will 

total  over  200,000  visits  representing  a  30%  increase  over  those  reported  in  1993.  Our  staff, 

with  their  experience,  dedication  and  skill  in  caring  for  people  in  their  homes  have  made  it 

possible  for  us  to  meet  this  challenge.

The  Family  Health  Services  Program  is  available  to  young  families  in  your 
community.

The  WIC  program  provides  nutritional  education,  food 
vouchers  and  health  care  referral  sources  to  mothers  and  children  from  low  income  families  (71 
clients  and  439  clinic  Visits).  The  Home  Visitor  Program  provides  professional  support, 
information  and  understanding  to  parents  who  are  struggling  with  the  overwhelming  task  of 
raising  children  (3  families).

The  Agency  also  conducts  other  community  screening  clinics,  flu  clinics,  foot  clinics 
and  other  health  programs  such  as  blood  pressure  screening  and  cholesterol  testing. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Incorporators  Group,  where  your  interests  are 
represented  by  members  of  your  town,  the  staff,  and  the  people  who  are  helped  by  our  care,  all 
thank  you.

In  the  calendar  year  1994,  our  three  leading  causes  of  fires  were,  no  permit, 
children,  and  rekindles  of  fires  where  the  fire  was  not  properly  extinguished. 

Violations  of  RSA  224:27  1 1 ,  the  fire  permit  law,  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $2,000  and  or  a  year 
in  jail.  Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State  Forest  Fire  Officials, 
contact  your  local  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a  permit  is  required.  This  also 
helps  to  prevent  any  unnecessary  response  to  a  controlled  burn.

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TASK  FORCE  AGAINST  DOMESTIC  AND  SEXUAL  VIOLENCE 

The  Task  Force  Against  Domestic  and  Sexual  Violence  is  a  non-profit  organization, 
which  provides  assistance  to  victims  of  domestic  and  sexual  violence.  The  Task  force  ,  a 
member  group  of  the  N.H.  Coalition  Against  Domistic  and  Sexual  Violence,  serves  18 
towns:  Alexandria,  Ashland,  Bridgewater,  Bristol,  Campton,  Ellsworth,  Groton,  Hebron, 
Holderness,  Lincolin,  Plymouth,  Rumney,  Thornton,  Waterville  Valley,  Warren,  Wentworth, 
and  Norht  Woodstock.  It  is  the  only  organization  of  its  kind  in  southeastern  Grafton  County. 

Since  its  inception  in  1981,  the  organization  has  maintained  a  24-hour  crisis  line, 
staffed  by  40+  volunteers  who  provide  advocacy,  emergency  shelter,  transportation  ,  food, 
emotional  support  services  and  referrals  to  its  clients.  Organization  members  also  coordinate 
and  conduct  community  outreach  programs.. 

Providing  support  services  to  the  volunteers  are  the  four  staff  members:  Resources 
Director,  Support  Services  Director,  Administrative  Director,  and  Child  Advocacy  Director. 
All  four  are  supervised  by  the  eleven-member  Board  of  Directors. 

Since  1981 ,  the  Task  Force  members  have  answered  over  2500  calls  from  all  the 
towns  it  serves.  Many  of  these  calls  have  been  referred  to  us  by  the  local  police  departments, 
the  court,  physicians,  counselors  and  therapists. 

Volunteers  and  staff  adhere  strictly  to  NH  law  (RSA  173-B:21),  which  requires  that 
they  maintain  confidentiality  with  regard  to  persons  served  by  them  and  files  kept  by  the 
organization.  Also,  as  required  by  law  (RSA  173-C  privilege  Bill),  all  information  received 
by  a  volunteer  or  staff  member  in  the  course  of  a  relationship  with  a  victim  is  confidential. 
This  law  allows  the  Task  Force  to  keep  its  location  from  being  made  public. 
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EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL  DISTRICT  ONE 
1994  REPORT 

As  your  Executive  Councilor  for  this  Town  and  area,  it  is  a  privilege  to 
communicate  with  you  in  this  district  of  98  Towns  and  4  Cities.  The  Executive  Council  is 
five  in  number  and  acts  much  like  a  board  of  directors  at  the  very  top  of  the  executive  branch 
of  your  state  government.  Our  authority  extends  to  the  approval  of  contracts  with  out  of  state 
government  organizations,  municipalities,  individuals,  and  businesses.  The  judges  in  the 
Judicial  branch  of  your  government  all  receive  their  appointment  by  nomination  from  the 
Governor  and  confirmation  by  the  Executive  Council. 

All  Community  Development  Block  Grants  receive  final  approval  by  the  Governor 
and  Council.  The  Governor  and  Council  also  act  as  the  final  approval  on  all  Business 
Finance  Authority  loans.  Major  docks  and  mooring  fields  in  state  waters  also  must  receive 
Governor  and  Council  approval.  There  are  dozens  of  Boards  and  commissions  established 
by  law  that  require  Governor  and  Council  approval.  There  are  266  Commissioners  and 
Directors  of  the  various  departments  that  require  nomination  by  the  Governor  and 
confirmation  by  the  Council. 

As  we  look  towards  1995,  citizens  and  local  officials  will  be  asked  to  bring  forth 
recommendations  for  the  10  year  highway  plan  for  New  Hampshire.  Public  hearings  must 
be  held  in  each  of  the  five  council  districts.  I  plan  to  hold  at  least  five  in  this  large  northern 
district  and  will  be  asking  the  regional  planning  commissions  to  assist  in  this  process. 

Other  items  to  be  on  the  look  out  for  would  be  getting  applications  for  the  some  $3 
million  worth  of  transportation  enhancement  projects.  Much  of  this  money  is  already 
obligated  ahead.  (Your  local  regional  planning  commission  can  be  of  help  in  this  area).  We 
in  this  district  should  be  most  aggressive  in  applying  for  some  of  the  $8  million  of 
Community  Development  Block  Grant  money  through  the  Office  of  State  Planning  (Tel. 
271-2155)  and  your  local  tourist  promotion  or  chamber  of  commerce  should  be  dreaming  of 
ways  to  apply  for  the  some  $600,000  in  matching  grant  money  for  area  promotion  (Tel.  271- 
241 1  for  more  information). 

Citizens,  local  officials  and  local  businesses  should  also  be  aware  of  the  vast 
number  of  people  in  your  state  government  who  are  available  and  willing  to  provide 
technical  assistance  and  information  for  local  and  regional  concerns,  simply  by  calling  or 
writing  my  office. 

New  Hampshire  State  Government  small  enough  and  efficient  enough  to  provide 
friendly,  cautious  and  timely  service  to  those  who  seek  information,  assistance  and  relief  if 
such  is  a  part  of  New  hampshire  State  law  and  budget.

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TO  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD  AND  CITIZENS  OF  WARREN 
I  SUBMIT  MY  EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

On  October  19,  1994  the  New  Hampshire  State  Board  of  Education  approved  the 
request  of  the  Lincoln- Woodstock  Cooperative  School  District  to  withdraw  from  School 
Administrative  Unit  23  and  form  their  own  SAU  effective  July  1 ,  1995.  In  November,  1993 
the  Lincoln-Woodstock  Cooperative  School  Board  voted  to  request  that  the  New  Hampshire 
State  Department  of  Education  lift  the  moratorium  on  the  creation  of  new  School 
Administrative  Units  and  allow  them  to  withdraw  from  SAU  23  and  create  their  own  SAU. 
In  January,  1994  the  NH  State  Board  of  Education  lifted  the  moratorium  and  in  April  voted 
to  conditionally  grant  Lincoln-Woodstock's  request  to  form  their  own  SAU  contingent  upon 
the  six  remaining  districts  of  SAU  23  developing  a  satisfactory  proposed  budget  and  program 
of  services  for  the  1995-96  school  year.  A  restructuring  committee  was  formed  and  over  the 
next  five  months  board  members,  budget  committee  members  and  SAU  administrators 
discussed  staffing  and  services  that  should  be  provided  by  SAU  23.  The  financial  impact  of 
Lin- Wood's  withdrawal  was  also  discussed  and  this  resulted  in  negotiations  between  the 
parties.  The  remaining  six  districts  felt  that  it  was  essential  that  Lin-Wood  assist  them 
financially  during  the  phase  in  period.  This  resulted  in  an  agreement  that  called  for  the  new 
Lin-Wood  SAU  (SAU  68)  to  employ  and  assume  the  final  year  of  the  Superintendent's 
contract  along  with  all  related  expenses  to  enable  the  six  remaining  districts  to  employ  a  new 
Superintendent  at  a  considerable  savings.  The  agreement  also  required  that  the  assets  of  the 
SAU  (computers,  furniture,  etc.)  be  split  based  upon  where  they  are  located  rather  than  based 
upon  Lin-Wood's  entitlement  of  38%  (85.5%  of  the  assets  were  located  in  the  Woodsville 
office  and  only  14.5%  were  located  in  the  Lincoln  office).  Lin-Wood  also  agreed  to 
surrender  its  right  to  its  38%  share  of  the  1993-94  SAU  23  surplus  of  $61,341  and  to 
guarantee  a  minimum  surplus  of  $50,000  for  1994-95.  In  the  event  the  minimum  is  not 
reached  Lin-Wood  will  compensate  SAU  23  for  any  shortfall.  Lincoln-Woodstock  also 
agreed  to  accept  its  share  of  any  outstanding  legal  obligations  as  of  June  30,  1995  and  its 
share  of  any  legal  liabilities  that  may  be  brought  against  SAU  23,  provided  Lincoln- 
Woodstock  was  a  member  of  SAU  23  at  the  time  of  the  occurrence.  With  the  withdrawal  of 
Lincoln- Woodstock,  SAU  23  will  consist  of  the  Bath,  Benton,  Haverhill  Cooperative, 
Monroe,  Piermont  and  Warren  School  Districts  as  of  July  1,  1995.  The  six  remaining  boards 
of  SAU  23  have  selected  Assistant  Superintendent  Linda  Nelson  as  the  new  Superintendent. 
She  will  assume  her  new  responsibilities  effective  July  1,  1995. 

This  year,  in  order  to  make  the  transition  to  next  year  easier,  district  responsibilities 
have  been  split  between  the  Superintendent  and  Assistant  Superintendent.  I  am  responsible 
for  all  aspects  of  administering  the  Piermont,  Warren  and  Lincoln-Woodstock  Cooperative 
School  Districts  including  budget  development  and  implementation;  attending  school  board, 
budget,  and  school  district  meetings;  personnel  and  negotiations;  and  curriculum  and 
instruction.  Ms.  Nelson  has  similar  responsibilities  in  the  Bath,  Monroe  and  Haverhill 
Cooperative  School  Districts.  Benton  and  the  School  Administrative  Unit  are  presently 
shared  responsibilities  with  the  Superintendent  responsible  for  all  aspects  of  the  1994-95 
school  year  and  Ms.  Nelson,  as  Superintendent-elect,  responsible  for  developing  the  1995-96 
budget,  recommending  1995-96  staffing  and  planning  for  the  1995-96  school  year. 

This  past  year  five  individuals  in  SAU  23  received  special  recognition.   In  October 
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Wayne  Fortier,  Chair  of  both  the  S  AU  and  Haverhill  Cooperative  School  Boards  was  elected 
President  of  the  New  Hampshire  School  Board  Association.  Bruce  Labs,  Woodsville  High 
School  Principal  was  selected  as  New  Hampshire  High  School  Principal  of  the  Year.  He  was 
presented  the  National  Distinguished  Principal  Award  in  Washington,  D.C.  by  the  National 
Association  of  Secondary  Principals.  Kevin  Joyce  of  Woodsville  High  School  was 
recognized  last  spring  as  the  1994  New  Hampshire  Secondary  School  Guidance  Counselor 
of  the  Year  and  Joanne  Melanson  of  Woodsville  High  was  chosen  as  the  1994  New 
Hampshire  FBLA  Advisor  of  the  Year.  Recently  Nancy  Mclver  of  Lin- Wood  Middle  High 
School  was  selected  as  the  1995  New  Hampshire  Consumer  and  Homemaking  Science 
Teacher  of  the  Year. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Warren  for  your  support  of  the  Warren 
Village  School  during  my  tenure  as  Superintendent.  We  have  made  many  changes  including 
the  addition  and  renovations  to  the  school,  developing  curricula  in  all  academic  areas, 
utilizing  technology  for  both  educational  and  administrative  purposes,  expanding  staff 
development  activities,  implementing  an  evaluation  process  for  all  staff  including  teachers, 
support  staff  and  administrators  and  developing  school  board  policy  manuals.  You  have  an 
excellent  school,  a  dedicated  faculty,  an  accomplished  principal,  and  a  committed  school 
board.  We  have  all  tried  over  the  last  eight  years  to  make  the  Warren  Village  School  a 
wonderful  place  for  children.  I  believe  we  have  accomplished  that  goal  and  I  wish  you 
continued  success  in  the  years  to  come.

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PRINCIPAL' S  REPORT  1993  - 1994 

There  are  many  exciting  aspects  of  the  Warren  Village  School.  First  among  them  is  the 
realization  that  we  have  at  our  school  all  the  necessary  ingredients  to  realize  our  goal: 
becoming  the  best  elementary  school  in  the  state.  These  elements  consist  of:  a  supportive 
and  concerned  parental  community;  an  energetic,  open  minded,  flexible  and  professional 
staff;  an  informed,  dedicated  and  committed  school  board,  and  secure  and  motivated 
students. 

Another  important  ingredient  is  the  understanding  that  the  institution  of  public  education  is 
undergoing  radical  changes  in  response  to  the  changing  social,  political,  economic,  and 
religious  climate.  The  Federal  government  passed  into  law  Goals  2000  which  has  had  a 
direct  impact  on  state  level  programs.  In  our  own  state,  the  Supreme  Court  has  decided  in 
favor  of  Claremont  and  the  other  districts  which  will  eventually  change  the  way  in  which  we 
fund  public  education  here  in  town.  On  the  SAU  level,  downsizing  and  restructuring  will 
have  ramifications  here  at  the  district  level  as  well.  And  at  the  school  level  we  are  looking 
at  how  we  are  going  to  accomplish  the  objectives  of  Goals  2000! 

With  our  new  curricula  in  place,  we  are  seeking  ways  in  which  to  implement  new  teaching 
methods.  We  are  going  to  see  a  gradual  shift  from  standardized  texts  to  more  hands-on 
teacher  created  materials.  We  are  going  to  seek  ways  in  which  to  fully  integrate  all  areas  of 
the  curriculum;  to  increase  the  use  of  technology  in  all  areas  of  the  curriculum;  to  attempt 
to  teach  all  children  according  to  their  present  developmental  level  and  readiness;  to 
incorporate  the  new  state  wide  assessment  instruments  into  our  curriculum.  And  we  are 
going  to  try  to  increase  our  professional  training  and  staff  development,  particularly  with 
regards  to  at  risk  students. 

In  addition  to  all  of  this  we  are  attempting  to  totally  incorporate  the  Village  School  within 
the  village:  We  continue  to  offer,  support,  or  encourage  basketball,  4-H,  Book-it,  Wee- 
Deliver,  DARE,  outdoor  education  programs  in  conjunction  with  the  Appalachian  Mountain 
Club,  Odyssey  of  the  Mind,  cross  country  skiing,  school  musicals,  the  honor  roll,  field  trips, 
fundraisers,  the  PTO,  trips  to  the  Fish  Hatchery,  the  School  Improvement  Program,  grant 
writing,  the  game  of  Chess,  and  the  highest  possible  standards  of  student  safety  and  health, 
daily  nutrition,  and  responsible  fiscal  management. 

With  so  much  going  on  we  need  your  help.  We  need  coaches,  club  leaders,  library 
volunteers,  tutors,  and  typists.  Please  call  the  office  if  you  think  you  might  like  to  play  a 
more  direct  role  in  the  Warren  Village  School.
